been sworn in Tuesday night as 
councilmen. That left Chairman Ann 
Capron and Commissioners Howard 
Eriksen and William Kittredge to 
carry on.

He informed them that three 
members constituted a quorum and 
that items could be settled by a 
majority of the voting membership. 

Planning Director Phil Paxton 
noted that on other occasions when 
there have been vacancies, appoint- 
ments by the City Council have 
taken ‘‘anywhere from two weeks to 
three to four months to be made.”’ 

He urged the planners to give him

With one of the three members 
absent there would not be a quorum. 

Paxton said cancellation of 
meetings would not be fair to 
applicants and the public in urging 
notification of probable absence. 

Chairman Capron smilingly com- 
mented: ‘‘When we start going 
home at 10 our missing members 
will know why we stayed until 1 and 
2 p.m. We might be more efficient 
this way.”’ 


School Merger 
Talks Mar. 31 


Boards of Trustees of the three 


school districts of Yorba Linda, 
Placentia Unified and Fullerton 
Union High School, have scheduled 
a joint meeting to discuss the 
possible annexation of Yorba Linda 
int the Placentia district. 

The meeting has been called by 
the Yorba Linda schools to consider 
a report from the county on merger 
considerations between the two 
adjoining districts. 

Meeting time is scheduled for 
7:30 p.m., Wednessday, March 31 
in the library of Valencia High 
School, Placentia. 

A possible merger, which has 
been discussed over several months, 
would unite Yorba Linda and 
Placentia schools. Many Yorba 
Linda students, within the Placentia 
district, now attend in PUSD. 

Exrected to be the vital point in 
the discussion is whether the 
Fullerton Union High School 
district, where the Yorba Linda 
students under consideration, are in 


high school, will acquiesce to 
permitting students to leave. 
Fullerton is already suffering 


declining enrollment. 

Dr. Sterling Fox, Yorba Linda 
Superintendent of Schools, said the 
meeting is open to the public.

Yorba Linda’s new city council 
started off its two-year life span 
Monday night on a strong note of 
bitterness and resentment. 

The voice of disaffection was that 
of returning councilman Dale T. 
Chaput, who declared himself 
“‘jilted’’ by the council’s failure to 
elect him mayor. 

‘‘I was elected by the highest vote 
count ever recorded,’’ Chaput 
stressed, ‘‘as well as by the largest 
margin (over the second-placing 


candidate). And yet the council was 
re-organized leaving me out of a 
position of leadership.”’ 

Referring to an assumed prior 
agreement among new _ council 
members Anton ‘‘Doug’’ Groot and 
Irwin Fried and continuing member 


Wedaa Mayor 


Yorba Linda City Councilman 
Henry W. Wedaa was elected mayor 
at a special reorganization meeting 
held by the city council Tuesday 
night last week. New council 
member (and former chairman of 
the planning commission) Anton 
“Doug’’ Groot was elected vice- 
mayor. 

Final vote for both positions was 
4-1. 

Sworn in at the same meeting 
were Groot and new member Irwin 
Fried, who also comes to the council 
from the planning commission. 
Council member Dale T. Chaput was 
re-elected. 

Like other mayoral elections in the 
county and_ elsewhere, Yorba 
Linda’s was attended by dissension. 

Wedaa, knowing in advance that 
he would be unable to attend the 
early part of the meeting, held to 
review balloting and swear in new 
members, planned to request 
postponement of the voting for 
mayor and vice-mayor until 11 p.m., 
when he could be present. 

He sent a letter to city 


Administrator Arthur Simonian

asking this, confident that other 
council members would accede to 
his request. 


News of Wedaa’s petition 
preceeded the meeting, however, 
when an area daily newspaper 


prematurely announced postpone- 
ment of the meeting. 

Actual presentation of the request 
at the early meeting was, therefore, 


Henry Wedaa 
met with some acrimony, Council- 
man Whit Cromwell criticizing the 
propriety of the procedure. 

When the meeting reconvened at 
11, Wedaa was first elected mayor 
unanimously. But when Fried 
nominated Groot for vice-mayor, 


Chaput added his voice to 
Cromwell's, cating the postpone- 
ment ‘‘underhanded.’’ 


Chaput cast the lone vote against 
Groot; and then, reconsidering his 
previous vote for Wedaa, directed 
the city secretary to change his vote 
there to ‘‘no’’ as well. 

Chaput was the only incumbent 
running for re-election. Mayor 
Carolyn P. Ewing and Councilman 
Rudolph Castro chose not to run 
again, citing time demands of the 
position. 


June Tax Election Nixed 


Bowing to the apparent reality 
that people do not want to pay any 
more taxes than they are now, the 
Board of Trustees of the Yorba Linda 
School District has agreed not to call 
anothe: election in June. 

Rehashing the Revenue Limit 
Increase election loss on March 2, 
the trustees and administrators, 
joinecg by a few sympathetic 
residents, decided to pursue the 


education of the public as to the 
needs of the district. 


Although not stated, it was 
evident that such a _ continuing 
program is aimed at_ possibly 


winning the next election. A call for 
another election could be made for 
the November balloting. 

Residents who joined in the 
discussion urged that every possible 
state of federal funded program be 


Supplies Get Priority 


In the wake of the loss of the 
Revenue Limit Increase election the 
Board of Trustees of the Yorba Linda 
School District took a long, hard look 
at the administration’s ‘budget 
guidelines’ for the 1976-77 fiscal 
year last week. 

Board members made it plain that 
whatever funds can possibly be 
diverted from other areas should be 
applied to books, supplies and 
equipment replacement. It was 
indicated that one probable area to 
feel the pinch would be fringe 
benefits for both certificated and 
classified employees. 

Trustee Paul Armstrong was 
adamant that that course be 
followed. He used ‘'S to 8%’’ as 
decreases in fringe benefits and ‘‘8 
to 10%’’ as increases for supplies. 

Other trustees sided with 
Armstrong with the indication that 
salaries and fringe benefits will be 
considered as one item. 

Commenting on the budget 
guidelines Superintendent Sterling 
Fox said that the budget is being 
drawn up on the basis of income 
under SB 90, the state legislation 
providing for equalization of funding 
for districts. 

Administration recommendations 
include an increase only in 
certificated salaries, up 1.54% over 
the 1975-76 budget. 

Decreases are recommended in 
classified salaries (.67%), fringe 
benefits (.20%), book, supplies and 


equipment replacement (.71%) and 
contracted services (.29%). 

The combined decreases amount 
to 1.87% which would result in an 
overall .33% decrease for the entire 
budget. The revised budget under 
which the district has been 
operating in the current fiscal year 
was $2,654,039. Another $419,000 
was labeled for food services, 
community service, capital outlay, 
transfers and reserves. 

Fox and Board President James 
Bremer were scheduled to go to 
Sacramento yesterday (Tuesday) to 
meet with legislators regarding 
possible further state financial 
assistance for the district. 

Later in the meeting Deputy 
Superintendent J. Elton Patridge 
reluctantly recommended _ that 
reserve funds be used for roof 
repairs at two of the Junior High 
school buildings. The leaking roofs, 
he explained, have caused consider- 
able damage to equipment in the 
buildings. 

Patridge won approval for a 
$4,000 temporary patch job and a 
more expensive reroofing later in 
the year. 

He was also authorized to seek 
bids on the moving of electrical 
panels at the Rose Drive and Paine 
Schools. Patridge said that employ- 
ees working on the panels had only 
limited room to work and the 
possibility of an accident was 
present with the high voltage power 


explored in an effort to obtain 
further financial assistance. 


When it was noted that the largest 


negative vote margins were in 
Precincts at Lake Park, the Library, 
Linda Vista School and_ the 


Methodist Church, Deputy Superin- 
tendent J. Elton Patridge noted that 
two of those contained retirement 
communities and the other two had a 
large percentage of students in 
private schools. 

This brought a rejoinder from 
Trustee Shirley Guardia: *‘Let’s not 
put all the blame on the senior 
citizens; there were a lot of parents 
(of district students) who voted 
**NO.”’

Henry W. Wedaa to postpone 
election of mayor at a_ special 
reorganization meeting Tuesday 


night last week until Wedaa could 
attend, Chaput said, ‘‘It has 
sickened me and my family to have 
(Fried and Groot) plot behind my 
back.’’ (Wedaa was elected mayor, 
and Groot vice-mayor.) 

Voicing concern for the future of 
the city, Chaput then warned Fried 
and Groot ‘‘not to follow the 
scheming tactics of a man who may 
have helped elect you’’--an apparent 
reference to Wedaa. 

Fried replied that he did not feel 
the selection of mayor should be 
dictated by election returns. 

“The choice of mayor is made 
among peers,’’ he said. ‘‘I feel no 
mandate to vote for any candidate 
based on the number of votes he 
got.”’ 

Declaring that the election of 
a mayor was in the nature of a 


‘‘housekeeping’’ arrangment, 
Fried observed that council 
members should approach the 
business ‘‘like — adults’’--which 


statement received scattered ap- 
plause from the audience. 

Wedaa declined to comment on 
Chaput’s remarks. 

Chaput’s dissatisfaction with 
proceedings again became apparent 
later in the meeting, in the matter of 
assignment of council members to 
various official and semi-official 
organizations. 

At  Tuesday’s reorganization 
meeting, Wedaa had suggested 
council members study the list of 
some two dozen positions to be filled 
and submit their preference. Of the 
five members, Chaput alone had not 
presented such a list. 

At Wedaa’s urging, Chaput 
expressed interest in serving as 
alternate delegate to Orange County 


Sanitation District No. 2, and as 
delegate to the Santa Ana 
River-Santiago Creek Greenbelt 


commission, positions which he held 


under the old council, and as 
delegate to the Southern California 
Association of Governments 


(SCAG). 

As mayor, however, Wedaa will 
automatically serve as delegate to 
the sanitation district; and Chaput 
refused to serve as his alternate. ‘I 
don’t wish to attend without 
power,’ he said, replying to 
Wedaa’s assurance that he (Wedaa) 
would try to attend every district 
meeting. 

Chaput had often served with 
powers of delegate, as former mayor 
Carolyn Ewing had found it difficult 
to attend meetings. In view of 
Chaput’s refusal, Groot was named 
instead. 

Wedaa had served the SCAG post 
previously, and while doing so had 
been elected to the organization's 
executive committee. Citing the

in FUHSD 


The Board of Trustees of Fullerton 
Union High School District took 
action at a special meeting on 
budget reductions pertaining to 
certificated personnel made neces- 
sary as a result of the defeat of the 
base revenue election and received 
information regarding additional 
budget reductions. 

In considering budget reductions, 
the board and the administration 
used as their major criterion the 
maintenance of a basic- educational 
program for students that would 
meet graduation, state and univer- 
sity of California entrance require- 
ments. 

In addition, the board and the 
administration had to meet a legal 
criterion that restricts certificated 
staff reduction or elimination to a 
particular kind of service. 

Accordingly, it was with deep 
regret that the board reduced the 
equivalent of 9 positions in 
counseling, 5 positions in nursing, 1 
psychologist position; and discontin- 
ued the equivalent of 7 positions in 
work experience education, the 
position of Director of Instructional 
Media, and 20.60 equivalent driver 
training instruction positions. 

It is proposed that the District 
Instructional Media Center be 
eliminated and that minimum 
services of the center be located on 
other sites. 

Additionally, it is proposed that 
the driver training instruction 
program be contracted with a 
commercial driver training school at 
a cost that is basically equivalent to 


the state allocation for driver 
training. 
Notices were distributed to 


affected employees according to 
state law requirements no later than 
March 15. The District Personnel 
Office is available for information 
and guidance and will assist in every 
way possible in the placement of 
employees who are affected by this 
staff reduction. ‘‘We want to be as 
helpful as we can, and we hope that 
we will be able to reinstate some 
employees as a result of attrition,”’ 


said Superintendent Walter Ziegler. 

Additional budget reductions will 
be needed to balance the budget. 
The administrative staff recommen- 
ded the following items to the board 
for its consideration and possible 
action at a later date: 

A reduction in administrative 
costs; a reduction in instructional 
aides including special education; a 
provision that Foud Services be self 
supporting; a reduction in mainten- 
ance and operations positions; the 
discontinuance of the provision of 
towels; the discontinuance of the 
provision of locks for student 
lockers; the reduction of pupil 
transportation costs; the combining 
of freshman and sophomore football 
and basketball athletic teams; and 
the reduction of campus day 
custodians, library clerks, and data 
processing costs. 

The budget reductions recom- 
mended and the desire to have 
reasonable class sizes will make it 
advisable to reduce the number of 
classes offered to students. The 
district will be able to offer only five 
classes for all sophomore, junior and 
senior students. 


Freshman students would be 
allowed to enroll in six classes. 
Exceptions would be made for 
seniors who would be allowed to 
enroll in six classes only if it can be 
established that six classes are 
necessary in order to meet 
graduation requirements and if all 
other avenues for obtaining credit 
outside the high school have been 
exhausted. 


The five class limit would not 
preclude enrollment in programs 
conducted by other educational 
agencies for which high school credit 
may be earned. 


The administration has attempted 
to recommend budget reductions on 
a basis relative to the percent of 
budget allocation. Accordingly, the 
recommended budget reductions 
would result in the following dollar 
and percentage amounts:

Two years ago at about 
this time one of the biggest 
stories in high school 
basketball in the country 
was a guard-forward play- 
ing at Troy High School in 
Fullerton.

In 1975 he returned to 
basketball by attending the 
University of Southern 
California. He was allowed 
to play college basketball 
because of a new NCAA 
ruling that enables an 
athlete to be a professional 
in one sport while retaining 
his amateur status’ in 
another. 


Wulf had limited playing 
time on the USC squad in 
this, his freshman year, but 
possibly that was good. 
USC had the worst record in 
Pacific 8 basketball history, 
0-14.
